Yours of the 1st inst., received. I note what 


you say about Enos P. Schell having been appointed to a position 
in your mint at the request of Mr. Preston. Schell was an em¬ 
ployee of this institution for a great many years, working in 
various positions, but principally in the Coiner's Department. 
Personally, 1 have no knowledge of anything against his character 
other than I was frequently annoyed by creditors, or I should 
more particularly say, a creditor, complaining that Schell did 
not meet his obligation. He was dismissed at the time of the 
big discharge, made necessary when we finished the Philippine 
coinage. At one time he was under suspicion of pilfering from 
a fellow workman's locker, but there was little or no evidence 
to sustain the charge. Secret Service Officer Burns happened to 
oe nere at the time and made an investigation of the case and 
the facts developed were not considered sufficient to warrant his 
dismissal. Schell was a fairly good workman and was allowed to 
remain until it became necessary to reduce the force.

I "bee to acknowledge receipt of the 
sample of gloves which you so kindly sent. I am pleased 
to inform you that I sent to the express office today, 
crated, a mounted tray, all complete, for use at your 
mint. 1 made a trial of the cathode copper I was telling 
you about and found it to be very superior for coinage 
operations. We made a hammer test the other day, and we 
were able to hammer the cathode copper into a thin sheet 
from nearly half an inch thinckness, while a srn^ple of 
the copper we have been using flew into pieces at the 
fourth or fifth blow of the hammer. 1 have ordered 15 
tons of the cathode copper, which we get delivered at 
the mint for 22 £ per lb. This copper is sold by The 
Mountain Copper Company, Ltd., Oakland, Cal. 

The copper we have been using, as I told you, we 
have been purchasing through the Selby Smelting & Lea£ 
Co., and I received word from their manager the other day 
that they would furnish you with copper if desired and 
wished to know if you wanted a bid from them. 

I have just returned from Seattle, and I suppose you

Your letter of the 23d inst., to¬ 
gether with the plans of Mr. Wirth, came duly to hand. 

I notice that Mr. Wirth did not locate an elevator, and 
says he did not do so on account of the heig.th of the 
ceiling. Perhaps I neglected to inform you in my pre¬ 
vious letter that there was an abundance of room above 
the ceiling - if not space enough between the ceiling 
and the roof, then we have the space between the roof 
and the heavens above for all the machinery necessary 
for this purpose.

I am very much pleased with the plans Mr* Wirth has 
made.

My dear Mr. Downer: 

I want to thank you for your very interesting letter 
on "Mint personnel 1 * of the 19th instant and for the suggestions you 
make towards further uniformity in our service. I am particularly 
glad to have your views in that letter as we seem to he only at 
the beginning and from now on much appears to depend on uniformity 
in the mechanical departments. You will notice from the enclosed 
list of present employees in the Philadelphia Mint that we are far 
from anything like uniformity in any department; the wage scale is 
lower in Philadelphia than in the western mints; the assay department 
there is not yet on a per annum scale hut that is now being taken 
up. Many of the employees in that mint have been there so long that 
it is not possible to rearrange the force as it should be done. But 
with the right kind of cooperation and a littlo time I am sure we can 
be proud of the entire mint service in a business like way as well as 
taking pride in each institution by itself. As soon as there has 
been a Director appointed and the Btireau is running with its full force 
I will hand your letter of the 19th to the Director and hope we can 
have a discussion among the Superintendents of each Mint in Washington

I am enclosing the present list of the force at Philadelphia 
and as near as possible should like to have your list to make com¬ 
parisons easier, made up in the some form. The Superintendent at 
San Francisco promises to forward his before August 15th when a copy 
will be mailed you. 

The approval to $4.00 per dim for Messrs. Lundin and ’.Thite- 
head is withheld for the present only. As soon as we have decided 
that helpers in the refineries should carry that rate, please moke 
the recommendation for these two men and it will be approved. But 
your list lias been sent to the Secretary's office and that matter 
has not been decided upon. 

The case of Mrs. Kennedy is similar to the Forewoman of 
Adjusters in the Mint at Philadelphia. Mrs. Almond was reduced 
to selector and her compansat ion brought to $2.50 instead of $2.00 
per diem, the rate paid selectors in the Philadelphia mint, only 
because of her 56 years’ service in the Mint. I am sorry that there 
seems no way except to bring Mrs. Kennedy to selector at $2.50 
and furlough her if you do not requiro her services. In the Mint 
at San Francisco they have enrriod a man as Foreman of the Adjusters 
and Judge Sweeny has reduced Mr. Riley from $5 per diem to $1400 per 
annum and designated him as Foreman of the Adjusting room or more 
properly "in charge of room with automatic machines." 

Mr. Clark, Assistant Coiner in the Philadelphia Mint has 
sent an informal statement of the methods of coinage there for 
transmission to Judgo Sweeny. It is helpful here at the Bureau and 
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I should appreciate a similar st at an cut of the methods of coinage 
in the Denver Mint if you will have one made up for me. I have also 
a statement (informal) from Mr. Clark relative to the capacity of the 
automatic machines in which he saysj- 

” The capacity of each automatic machine is 21,000 pieces 
per day of seven hours, allowing one hour for oiling etc. in each 
day." This would be halved if they are on gold and weighing blanks 
and finished coin." 

I am also advised that Mr. Lambert agrees with these figures 
and should very much like to have word from you as to the capacity 
of the machine in Denver. If you would care for the "Coinage oper¬ 
ations at Philadelphia" I will send you a copy* Please let me hear 
from you again with any suggestions that you may think of that will 
be of value on any of the departments in the mint service.

Dear Ur. Roberts: 

I have your personal and confidential letter of the 27th ult. 
enclosing copy of a telegram sent by the Chief of the Secret Service 
Bureau to its operative in Denver making inquiry as to whether he was 
responsible for the publication concerning the lint in the Denver 
Republican. I also note that you were shown a copy of the reply from 
R. K. Goddard, in which he positively denied any responsibility for the 
publication, and attributed it to a woman reporter who claimed to have 
some source of information within the 1,'int. I desire to say to you con¬ 
fidentially that, in spite of his denial, I am still of the opinion that 
Goddard inspired the article. Hr. Thomas Ward, Jr., United States n istrict 
Attorney here, shares this belief with me. Before sending my telegram 
to you November 26th expressing my conviction that the publication in 
question was inspired by Goddard, I consulted with Ur. Y/ard, who read the 
telegram and approved it. The following day Goddard was in Ward's office 
and was told by Ward that I had sent such a telegram. He denied author¬ 
ship of the story, and V.'ard told him flatly that he did not believe him. 

The same day the article appeared in the Denver Republican 1 
called upon kr. William Stapleton, Managing Editor of the paper, who is 
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an old and valued friend of mine. He expressed to me his aeep regiet 
£~nd chagrin at the publication of such a malicious and libelous article 
in his paper, and directed the City Editor to publish anything with 
respect to the matter that I might desire. I simply contented myself 
with pronouncing the story absurd, outrageous and unfounded, though I 
confess I was sorely tenptcd to name publicly the person who inspired 
the publication of the story. Later Mr. Stapleton published a statement 
cisavowing the article in question. He axao, through u friend of mine, 
offered to do anything in his power to make matters right with me. 

Then came your interview with the Washington corresnondent of the Tenver 
republican, which vas published here and was entirely satisfactory, and 
I want to thank you sincerely for it. 

L'r, Ward called the young woman who wrote the article in question 
to his office in the Federal Euilding where we talked with her. She told 
us alto that she received her information from, as she expressed it, a 
relative of an employee at the Lint. I earnestly requested her to give 
me just one gue6S as to the source cf her information, and to answer yes 
or no, which she declined to do, and for this I of course could not 
blame her, as she was protecting the person vho inspired the rticle. 

I am at a loss to understand the reason for the hostility of 
this ican Goddard. We have always, until this matter came up, been on 
perfectly good terms, and upon one occasion when he was in sore trouble, 
he came to me for assistance, which I cheerfully gave him. The only 
reason that I can imagine for his hostility to me is that, when he came 


here with the story relative to the offering to Haberl, tv e jeweler, 
of gold planchets, I did not at once, and without hesitation, to into 
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the L'.orrison matter with him. He, I can now see, was exceedingly 
resentful of ray attitude at that time. As you know, later, upon 
reflection, 1 did call him ana go over the matter with him. All 
of the information and all of the facto with respect to the i_orriaon 
matter were contained in my letters to the Bureau during the months 
of July and August, 1910, including copy of ray letter to Ur. tlilsom 
containing ray final conclusions in the matter. This information was 
sent to the Bureau promptly, and *63 on file there, and there WB6 
othing that 1 knew about the case that wae not contained in these 
communications, and all that I did do and all that 1 could do in order 
that Goddard might have an understanding of the case wus to read these 
official communications to him. I confess that I am ignorant as to 
the real status of the Secret Service Bureau, end ns to how far I would 
be justified in divulging to its operative the official correspondence 
of this office with the Bureau of the ''int. Howovor, I would not of 
course hesitate, should the occasion arise and its services woro re¬ 
quired in any case, to take the matter up with then, but I would really 
wish to take it up with someone other than Goddard, in whom, I say to 
you frankly, 1 have not the slightest degroe of confidence. 

I have had considerable talk with United btates Attorney Ward 
about this whole matter. He has known PruI Haberl, the jeweler in 
question, for a good many years, and has not, 1 may say, the utmost 
confidence in him. Mr. Ward tells me that upon one occasion, in a 
business transaction of which he had knov/ledge, he thought that Haberl 
was not altogether what ho should bo. He has talked with l’aberl, and 
was told by him that Goddard urgently insisted that he should identify 
L'.orrioon as the man who made the of for of the planchets. 
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Haberi told fcard that he was entirely unable to identify him, but that 
Goddard insisted that he must identify him. Ur. Ward told ine some two or 
throe weeks ago that Goddard came to his oifice with Haberi, and ex- 
pressed a desire to make another effort to have Haberi identify liorrison 
as the party who made the offer, and Hr. Ward told Goddard that he would 
be very glad to have the effort again made, but that he must insist that 
when the identification took place he (Ward) should be present. 

I have quoted 1 r. Ward quite freely in this letter, anu would ask 
you to treat it as confidential, as 3 have no desire to bring him into 
the controversy. 

Go far ac I am concerned, the incident is closed. I have en¬ 
deavored to handle the raattor so far ao 3 could and at the t-ame time 
maintain my self respect, so as to cauee as little friction and em¬ 
barrassment to all concerned as possible. Perhaps 1 placed too much 
stress on the article v/hich was published in the Republican. Hy friends 
and acquaintances of course knew there wub no foundation for it, but 
other people who may have read the first publication , and not the denial 
of mysolf, the disavowal of Ur. Gtapleton, and your comprehensive otate- 
mont, might naturally wonder if everything was all right here at the 
Hint. Jn those days many people are ready to believe evil of anyone, 
and particularly so if the person attacked happens to hold an official 
position. Then, too, 1 was influenced to a considerable extent by 
Lrs, Downer and my children, who, knowing at; they do all the facts in 
the Uorrieon matter, and that the story ac published was exactly contrary 
to the real facts so far as 3 was concerned, felt deeply outraged.
